Would insnre an enormous amount of 
power which would not fail the indpst 
rial consumer should miners striké or 
transportational conditions hamper the 
prompt or continuous delivery of coal.

Influenced by the ensemble of titanic 
might and the seemingly irresistable 
sweep of the waters at Niagara Falls 
and immediatly below them, 
wonder that most people are 
ered at the mere suggestion of daming 
the river.

The Provincial Department of Agric- 
ulture for Alberta has entered with 
energy and careful organization upon 
its plan to secure greater production, 

It consists of securing maximum crop- 
ping this year and of preparing for 
still wider production in 1919. 

The plan consists of the putting into 
the field enough of trained men to 
cover the whole Prcvince and whose 
bnsiness it will be to realize on all the 
resources of production as far as they 
depend on sucuring labor and power, 
good seed, on expert advice and on the 
distruction of weeds. Their work covers 
four months beginningApril Ist. 

It is desirable that as much crop as 
possible be put in this year, To this end 
farmers will be urged to crop all land 
that is suitable prepared. Where power 
is available as in the case of unemploy- 
ed tractors or teams on account of cer- 
tain districts very earlier seeded than 
others, arrangements will be made to 
mobilize this power. Where farmers 
have teams idle{by reason of the scarc- | 
ity of men, the laborers registered at 
at the nearest Provincial Labor Bureau | 
will be secured for the farmers. In- 
quiries will be made with the respect 
to unused land and where it can be 
rented through the Field Agent it will 
be brought into use. Where good 
seed is scarce the farmer will be 
brought in touch with the Weed and 
Seed Branch at Edmonton. Information 
will be given about weed control and | 
eradication or about any other problem 
connected with farm and live stock
